$H".500,0«W, and the appropriation for 
the year is il«,263,$$0. If there should 
bo an unexpected falling off i> the rev- 
enues tie pension payments might be 
curtailed toward the end of the year, 
although 1 do not think that is at all 
likely." 


The increased peuslonpaymentc, he 


•aid, would be due chiefly to the fact 
that there are about 200.000 old claims 
pending, which it ia the intention of 
the bureau to adjudicate as rapidly OB 
possible. The claims allowed probably 
won 11 call for something like $5,000.-

pension applications, and these would 
Increase expenditures largely.

tion* worked. Having learned what 
vatt sums can be extorted from the 
American people, the monopoliea used 
a part of the •wealth they got from this 
scarce to corrupt tfc«>. people's represent- 
atives, and thus obtained unlimited 
privileges of plunder, until al.stcst 
every great city in thia ccoatry is tied 
and gagged and cannot even enter a 
protest while being robbed. , 


All of this falls with croshing force 


on Use laborer, for his bands must earn 
the taxes tba landlord paya He is forced 
to depend on the public conveniences 
and always snftVrs under bad govern- 
ment. 


An individual rarely baa interest 


enough cr money enough to bribe a 
etty coaucU or bay a legislature, bnt 
the ecrporatioi.; have both, and as the 
money all comes off the jrablio they 
offer temptation* that are too strong for 
average men to resist. 


Inasmuch as no government can en- 


dnre in which corrupt greed not only 
makes the laws, but decides who shall 
construe them, many of onr bestciti- 
aemi are Degineing to despair of the re- 
public. 


Others urge that we should remove 


the bribe given — that is, destroy this 
overwhelming temptation by having 
the government take all these monopo- 
lies itself and furnish tie service which 
they now furnish, and thus not only 
save onr institutions, bnt have the 
greai profit* which now go into the 
pockets of private corporations turned 
into the public treasury. 


Bnt the cormptionistt, the monopo- 


lists and all men who are fattening on 
the existiug rottenness and injustice 
cry angrily, "Why, that would be so- 
cialism, rank socialism, and we ire op- 
posed to it" Some of these men know 
the meaning of socialism, and wane do 
not, bnt they control all those men who 
Cling to the skirts of wealth.

ID Great Britain and in many of the 


continental countries the governments 
maintain postal savings banks in which 
tho poor can deposit their little savings 
from time to time and get a low rate 
of interest on them. In England thia 
postal savings department, ran in con- 
nection with the postoffice, performs a 
variety of service that is of the greatest 
benefit to the people. It provides a sys- 
tem for receiving the small deposit* 
eves of obildren, a cheap and safe sys- 
tem of sending small gams of money 
from one point to another, and it issues 
life 
insurance: 
policies 
for 
small 


amounts. In this way poor people are 
encouraged to fora habits of economy 
aim thrift und also to make provision 
for airiness, accident and for old age 
and can do this all at a very nominal 
expense and are never in danger of los- 
ing a life's work by a bank fail are or 
of having the insurance company break 
after paying tt premiums for years. 


In our country th* poor people ar« 


teft at the mercy of private individuals 
and private companies. The history of 
both in banking as well as in insurance 
ban taen tainted with failures, bank- 
ruptcy and even frauds, and, owing to 
the high charges, our poor people are 
deprived of the benefit of life insurance, 
Th« total amount which any individual 
ttn de^'^t in a savings bank ia not 
largB, and ; inacquently it does not in- 
terfwrn with the general business of tn« 
country, and instead of paying interest 
on boucig held by t.lw rich (A foreign 
coootrH'S tti<> government pays interest 
to it* own peflpto.

It will 
reduce the cost of living to every Ameri- 
can citizen and will be a blessing to 
the country."

Tbbnblu An Mad*. 


Dies of the different sizes are OMd, 


into which the metal, whether gold, 
silver or steel, is pressed. The hole 
punching, finishing, polishing and tem- 
pering are done afterward. Celluloid 
and rubber are molded. The best thim- 
bles are made in France, where the 
process is more thorough. The first step 
in the making of a Paris thimble ia the 
cutting into a disk of the desired size a 
thin piece of sheet iron. This is brought 
to a red heat,- placed over a graduated 
bole in an iron bench and hammered 
down into it with a punch. This bole 
is in the form of a thimble. The i-on 
takes its shape and is removed from 
the hole. The little indentations to keep 
the needle from slipping are made in it 
and ail the other finishing strokes of 
the perfect thimble put on it. The iron 
ia then made into steel by a process 
peculiar to the French thimble icaker 
and is tempered, polished and brought 
to a deep bice color. A thin sheet of 
gold it, then pressed into the interior 
of the thimble aud fastened there by a 
mandrel Gold leaf is attached to the 
outside by great pressure, the edges of 
the loaf being fitted in and held by 
small grooves at the base of the thim- 
ble/ The article is then ready for use. 
The gold will last for years. The steel 
never wears out, and tho gold can be 
readily replaced at acy time.—Dry 
Goods Chronicle.

yesterday. Just what was the result 
of the meeting baa not been give* 
out, bat there U every reason for be- 
llevin* that some radical action was 
taken. It comet from a very good 
source, however, that tbe other Ohio- 
Michigan coal HUM are going to me 
severe methods to bring the Brlce 
roadi into line on coal rates to Toledo 
and Detroit. 


Aa hu been prevloaaly announced, 


the Brlce line* have pnt in the same 
coal rates to Detroit aa the other 
lines have to Toledo. This Is an 
open cat of 45 cents per ton. 
For 


close on to twenty years a mini^im 
of 45 cents has been added to the 
Toledo coal rates by the Michigan 
lines, or, at least, this is the tariff 
rate of the Michigan lines. 


If the Michigan traffic managers 


recede from this position, rates, not 
only to Detroit, bat to all Michigan 
points, wll! go to pieces 
Nor will 


the demoralization stop there. To- 
ledo, Cleveland and Sanduiky rates 
will be scaled down to meet the re- 
duction. 
Great Interests are at 
stake. Three of the Ohio coal Unes 
are in the hands of the court, and, 
unless the rates are braced op they 
will remain there for some time. 
Traffic managers fully realize this, 
and desperate means are going to be 
employed to stop the demoralization 
It has been said that an effort will 


be made to keep the Detroit & Lima 
Northern out or Detroit. This com- 
pany USES tbe Wabasb tracks in De- 
troit. By working through the Joint 
Traffic association, such lines as the 
Lake Shore, Michigan Central, B. & 
O. and Pennsylvania might induce 
the Wabash to force the Lima North- 
ern into an agreement. 
At any 
event, these four large interests are 
now at work, trying to get the Brlce 
lines Into some tort of an agreement 
to maintain coal rates.

lactored to sell for less than fl, or even 
more. That tune has gone, and the sin- 
gle barreled pistol is a thing of tbe past 
In its place came the revolver, which 
ia now made in all sizes, from a vest 
ncket revolver to that which is carried 
IB a holster 
The prices bave kept on 


going down as the revolvers bave im- 
noved in manufacture, so that now a 
jerf eot working and reliable revolver 
can be bought at retail as low as f 1, 
and even tbe best makes for $3 or $3. 


Tbe self cooking ana bammerless 


revolver, which five years ago sold at 
retail at $10 and 913, can now be 
xrugbt by the carload as low as $3 or 


and tbe better goods at from $4 to 
In these arms tbe best steel is used. 


The German revolver, which was tbe 
only one which ever seriously competed 
with those of American make, has about 
ran out its race and is never offered 
any more except in country stores, 
where it is bought by boys. It is clum- 
sier made and heavier than the Ameri- 
can revolver and no more compares 
with the latter than than does tbe Eng- 
lish line of revolvers, which at one 
time were very freely sold in this coun- 
try. 
Likewise the American rifle and 


shotgun have outdistanced all other 
makes, though tbe German cheap shot 
guns still find a good market with those 
who do not care to put much money in 
a gnn. Tbe American doable barreled 
shotgun, which sells at retail for about 
1 12, is a much cheaper gnn in tbe long 
run than tbe German make, which 
at from f 3 to |6, as all of those who 
have had experience with them discov- 
ered long ago. "

candesoent bnrner loses as much as 20.8 
of its efficacy. The reason given by Pro- 
fessor Lowes for this phenomenon is 
that the spectrum of both the incaudes- 
c^nt and the electrio light acproaches 
very nearly that of the solar spectrum, 
being very rich in the violet and altra- 
violet rays. It is precisely these rays 
which cannot make their way through 
a London fnij. To this is attributed tho 
.act that the. sen looks red on a foggy 
day. The v;c!rt rays are absorbed by 
the solid particli» floating in the aque- 
ous vapor of the atmosphere, and ouly 
ihe red portions of the spectrum get 
through. 
Tht; interesting additional 


statement is ina<!e iu this connection 
that, tho old nrgund bnnier is winch 
more successful in resisting a London 
fog than liny of its later rivals.

THE SUPERNATURAL. 


•utilact With It Brln(* Oat i 


Kind of Iftmx. 


We wish the Psychical society would 


one day attempt an analysis of what, 
for waut of a better word, we intuit call 
the dread of the supernatural. Both 
those who believe and those who disbe- 
lieve iu the scticii that the veil between 
this world ami the other is capable of 
being lifted agree iu oue thing. They 
all if cognize the fact that moot people 
fear, or something akin to fear, what 
they believe to be the occurrence of su- 
pernatural phenomena. There is here, 
therefore, a piece of ground which may 
be explored without any bogging of .the 
question as to whether the fear is caused 
by real ghosts or by trickery, by rats 
and water pipes or by genuine glimpses 
of tlie people of another world. One 
would like to know whether the fear 
felt is akin to that experienced when a 
asa is frightened by a runaway horse 
or « Cie or any other imminent risk of 
life, or whether it is something differ- 
ent in kind. 


Speaking broadly and without any 


minute consideration of the facts, one 
wonld say that ghost, fright did differ, 
in kind from the fright which comes 
from active danger. Most people have, 
we imagine, at some time or other in 
their lives experienced that eerie, un- 
canny, creepy feeling which is associat- 
ed with the possibility of contact with 
the supernatural. Yet few would de- 
clare that it was in any sense connected 
with tho dread of loss of life or limb. 
The man or woman who wakes up in 
the middle of the night and hears 
strange noises—thumps, raps, clangs 
and creakiugs—or sees lights or feels 
the touch of unseen hands is probably 
very frightened, but the sense of bodily 
fear is not present. There is no dread 
of being killed. People iu the agouy of 
terror caused by dangerous accidents 
constantly call out that they are going 
to be killed, bnt we doubt if that is ev- 
er the case iu the fright canse'? by 
hanuted houses. Possibly this differ- 
ence may be said to be duo to the fact 
that the dread of the supernatural is 
cot nearly so acute as that caused by 
tl»e imminent risk of death. People, it 
may be argued, only imagine themselves 
to l>a frightened of ghosts, as women 
pretend to be frightened of mice. In 
neither case is the fright quite genuine. 
It is ouly waut of self control and could 
bo master* d in au instant if the vfill 
power were in proper order. 


Unfortunately fcr those who argue 


thus there is plenty of evidence to 
show tiuu occasionally the dread of the 
supernatural produces very serious re- 
sults. On the v;hn!e, we should say that 
more people had bfen frightened out of 
their wits Ly what they believed to bo 
supernatural phetjoni'jiia than by acci- 
dents involving great risk of life. It is 
not often that ono hears of insanity 
caused even by tho prolonged agony of 
shipwreck. The fear caused by what is 
supposed to bo a supernatural agency 
seems, then, to have in it some element 
not found in ordinary fear. If the haunt- 
ing phenomena cause fear, they seem to 
give a chock nf special keenness.—.Lon- 
don Spectator. 


Iteftt Ticue to Sleep. 


Ill view of the many changes which 


have been mug on the early to bed, 
Cnrly to rise idea, the following opinion 
from «u eminent medical authority 
ought to be of interest. He takes up the 
old statement that au hour before mid- 
night is worth two hours after and 
gives his opinion as follows: "I had an 
opportunity to make somo study of this 
subject in uiy naval service during the 
late war. On shipboard, as is undoubt- 
edly known to most of yon, the ship's 
company—officers and men alike—stand 
four hour watches day and night, and 
to get the required amount of rest are 
obliged to get the.ir sleep irregularly. 
To so arrange it that the same man 
shall uot lie obliged to take early or late 
watches onminually, the 'dog watch' 
of t\vn hours is interpolated, thus add- 
ing to the irregularity. In watching 
the results for over two years I could 
never discover that the watch, officers 
and men, were not as fully refreshed 
by their sleep as were the medical and 
pay officers, who stand no watch and 
have hours as regular as those of auy 
householder." It seems to make bnt 
littlo difference, to those who have giv- 
en careful attention to this subject 
whether people sleep at one time or an- 
other, so that they get n sufficient 
amount of sleep.—Now York Ledger.

To MOTHERS. 


WE ARE ASSERTING IN THE COURTS OUR RIGHT TO THE
